Pastors, Religious And All 
People, Attention! 


It has been frequently reported that indulgences appli- 
cable to the living are completely suspended during Holy 
Year. But that is only partly true. There are these note- 
worthy exceptions: 3 

1. The indulgences which may be gained by the dying. 

The indulgences attached to the recitation of the 
Angelus or the Regina Coeli. 

The indulgence attached to the Forty Hours Devo- 
tion. 

The indulgence given to those who accompany the 
Blessed Sacrament while being carried to the sick. 
The indulgence attached to the visitation of the Por- 
tiuncula Chapel in Assisi. | 

The indulgence granted to those who recite the 
prayer composed by the Holy Father for the Holy 
Year of 1950. 

7. The indulgence granted by prelates when ponti- 

ficating. 

All other indulgences attached to prayers, pious works 
or sacred objects may be gained as usual but with this differ- 
ence—they cannot be applied to the living but only to the 
dead. 

The Jubilee Indulgence itself is applicable either to the 
living or to the dead. 

The Holy Father realizes that the vast majority of the 
faithful will not be able to have the privilege of visiting 
Rome and these persons will have the opportunity of gain- 
ing the Jubilee Indulgence at home. Accordingly the follow- 
ing categories of people may gain the indulgente under cer- 
tain conditions: 

Religious communities of women together with 
their novices, postulants, boarding students and — 
other women who habitually share with them their 
table or reside with them. 

Girls and women living in colleges, academies and 
schools. (Day students not included.) 

Those confined to prison and houses of correction. 
The chronic ill and infirm. 

Those continually engaged in hospitals in the care 
of the sick or in houses of correction in the care of 
inmates. | 

Working people who have neither the time nor the 
means to make a pilgrimage to Rome. 

7. Those who have completed their 70th year of age. 

All of the above mentioned may gain the Jubilee Plen-— 
ary Indulgence, applicable to either the living or the dead, 
as often as they fulfill the following conditions: 

1. Sacramental Confession and Holy Communion. 

2. Seven visits to a church, reciting a decade of the 

Rosary at each visit as well as one Our Father, one 
Hail Mary, one Glory Be to the Father and the 
Apostles’ Creed for the intentions of the Holy 
Father. . 

The special intentions of the Holy Father are: 

a. The growth of the Church. 

b. The elimination of heresy. 

c. For coneord among nations and the blessings of 

peace with justice for the whole human family. 

Religious women and those who habitually reside with 
them may make the prescribed visits in their chapels or ora- 
tories. 

All priests enjoying the faculties of the diocese are em- 
powered in their prudent judgment to commute the required 
visits into prayers or other pious works, depending on the 
particular circumstance” in the case of the ill, the aged, the 
incarcerated and others who would he unable to make the 


_ prescribed visits to church or community chapel. However, 


the prayers for the Holy Father's intentions are essential in 
each instance. 

The Jubilee Confession may be made to any priest en- 
joying the faculties of this diocese, and for this purpose 


there is granted to him special faculties with regard to the 


reservation of sins and censures and the commutation of 
private vows.

Gary—The Most Rev. John F. 
Noll, D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne, 
will invest the Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
Charles J. Feltes and the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. John A. Sullivan in the robes 
of Domestic Prefates at ceremonies

day, January 29. The investiture 
will be held in connection with 
dedication ceremonies for the new 
church, and will precede the 
Solemn High Mass of dedication at 
10:00 o’clock. 


Monsignors Feltes and Sullivan 
have been elevated to the rank of 
Domestic Prelate by His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII through the offices 
of His Excellency Bishop Noll. 
Both were Papal Chamberlains 
with the title of Monsignor. In re- 
ceiving the higher honor, the Mon-

signors join the Domestic Prelates 
attached to the Curia of the dio- 
cese. Msgr. Sullivan is pastor of 
Holy Angels Church and Dean of 
the Gary Deanery. Msgr. Feltes is 
Chancellor of the Diocese. 


Other Monsignors with the rank 
of Domestic Prelates are the Rt. 
Rev. Monsignors D. Lawrence 
Monahan, Dean of the Fort Wayne 
Deanery; F. J. Jansen, Hammond 
Dean; John Sabo, South Bend Dean 
and E. H. Vurpillat, Michigan City. 

The Rt. Rev. Msgr. John A. 
Dapp, rector of the Cathedral in 
Fort Wayne, is also a Domestic 
Prelate. 

According to the mind of the 
Church priests who are connected 
with the Curia of the ‘Diocese 
should have honors slightly above 
others. 

Since no special investiture is 
required for one who had already 
worn the purple, Monsignors Sulli- 
van and Feltes will be robed in the 
mantelleta at the dedication of the 
new Holy Angels Church in Gary.

Rensselaer—After forty years on 
the faculty of St. Joseph’s, College, 
the Rev. Sylvester n, pro- 
fessor emeritus, is transferring to 
Brunnerdale Seminary, Canton, 
Ohio, college officials have an- 


nounced. 


Father Hartman, who had been 
professor of logic at St. Joseph’s, 
retired from teaching last fall at 
the beginning of the current school 
year. 


Father Hartman has written two | 


books. The first, A Textbook of 
Logic, was published in 1936, the 
second, Fundamentals of Logic, was 
published last year. 

Born in Bavaria, Germany,. in 
1877, the logician later came to this 
country and in 1907 was ordained 
to the priesthood in the Society of 
the Precious Blood, which controls 
both St. Joseph’s and Brunnerdale. 

Except for the 1916-1917 school 
year when he attended Catholic 
University to egrn his M.A. degree, 
Father Hartman had been teach- 
ing at the college continuously 
since 1908.

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NE of the least understood and most mis- 

represented teachings of the Church is that 

on Indulgences. Few non-Catholics actually know 

what they are. A certain Protestant historian 

starts out his treatise on the Reformation with 

this sentence: “An indulgence is the license to 
sin for a remuneration.” 

Recently we asked a minister whether he be- 
lieved that. He answered that he was not cer- 
tain what we ourselves might teach, but that 
such was the generally accepted definition of an 
indulgence by the Protestant world. 

An indulgence does not forgive sin. It rather 
presupposes its forgiveness and then remits some 
or all of the temporal punishment which might 
still remain due to the sin repented of. 

An indulgence is certainly not a license to 
sin. Not even God Himself could give that and 
remain God. Certainly the Church could not 
grant anybody a license to sin. That definition 
was a fabrication of enemies of the Church, re- 
told frequently until even friendly persons were 
quite ready to accept it. |

St. Paul (1 Cor. V, 5) speaks of having ex- 
communicated a Corinthian for incest. After he 
had manifested his sorrow, Paul remitted the 
temporal punishment he had inflicted. It was a 
common practice in the early days to impose 
severe canonical penances, but they were often 
shortened by the Church when the penitent 
showed himself to be quite sincere. 


Church Acts By Christ's Authority 


Do you ask by what authority the Church 
may do this? By the authority which Christ com- 
mitted to His Apostles—and evidently to their 
‘legitimate successors—even to forgive sin in His 
name, to bind and to loose. Christ promised to 
ratify in Heaven their action on earth. 

The word “Indulgence” in English does not 
mean what Indulgentia means in Latin. We 
understand by “indulgence” overeating or over- 
drinking, or yielding to lower appetites. But the 
Latin word “indulgentia”. means “pardon.” How-' 
ever we have noted that it is not a pardor of | 
sin, because that must already have been par- 
dened, but a pardon of the “remains of sin.”

Spiritually Weak Too 


AFTER the creation of Adam and Eve they were placed in

Our Divine Lord compared the 
Holy Eucharist, which He prom- 
ised to Christians, to the Manna 

ven to the Jews in the desert. 
his chosen people of God had 
wandered in the desert for 40 
years. This affliction was sent to 
them as a punishment by God, but 
He provided them with material 
hrekd from Heaven, day after day, 
except on the Sabbath, to sustain 
them during their long term of 
penance. 

It is true, as the author of the 
Imitation of Christ remarks: “If 
thou hadst the purity of an angel 
and the sanctity of St. John the 
Baptist, thou wouldst not be 
x tng t receive this Sacrament 
.. « For it is not due to the mer- 
its of man that a man should con- 
secrate and touch the Body of 
Christ and receive as food the 
Bread of Angels.” 

But that does not mean that the 
ones who most need Holy Com- 
munion for spiritual strength 
should not receive it. It is not 
intended as a reward for holiness 
acquired, but as a mean: of ob- 
taining holiness. Therefore the 
most spiritually weak people 
should receive it most often, pro- 
vided they have the right inten- 
tion, and are determined, with its 
assistance, to conquer their 
faults. 

The primary object of the Euch- 
arist is to nourish divine love in 
our souls by drawing them closer 
to Christ. The Council of Trent, 
more than 400 years ago, de- 
scribed the intended effects of 


Holy Communion. It was to unite 
the soul Saco and intimate- 
ly with Christ; to increase sanc- 
tifying grace in the soul; to remit 
venial sins, and to prevent one’s 
falling into serious sins. It is a 
pledge of our future resurrection 
and everlasting happiness. 


We Share Christ 


Just as a piece of iron, thrown 
into the fire, partakes of the na- 
ture ‘ fire, becomes red and hot 
like fire, burns like fire, so do we 
become “partakers of the divine 
nature” when we receive the Son 
of God in the Holy Eucharist. 

The little faultss committed to- 
day, if we be sorry for them, are 
taken away by tomorrow’s Com- 
munion. Tomorrow’s Communion 
makes us better disposed for thé 
Communion of the next day if we 
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St. Thomas wrote: “This Sac- 
rament is given us under the form 
of food and drink and, therefore,

It 
is very good as far as its curri- 
culum extends, but unsatisfactory 
in results because of the exclusion 
of religious and moral instruction. 
Eighty years ago the same sort 
ree, compulsory and secular 
ation” was adopted in Aus- 
tralia, with the exact results we 
are experiencing over here. 
Last summer the Archbishops 
and Bishops df Australia issued a 
statement on “Christian Education 
in a Democratic Community,” in 
which they admitted that the com- 
munity is entitled to imsist that all 
children attend school, and that 
education should be made “free in 
a democratic community.” But 
mow they claim the people of the 
antipodes are not so sure that 
“purely secular education is de- 
sirable, or that the whole educa- 
system should be controlled 
by public officials; that it should 
be cut off from religious infiu- 
ences, and that those parents 
whose consciences demand an edu- 
cation based on religious and 
moral principles should be penal- 
for those convictions.” 
Referring to the fruits of the 
secular policy, the prelates note:

‘white-collar’ jobs, but with 
equality of opportunity’ so that 
every child may have the chance 
of training for that occupation in 
which he (or she) has natural ap- 
titudes and can best promote the 
national welfare. 
“(3) Freedom of local control— 
rather than rigid centralization. 
“(4) Freedom in religious edu- 
cation—for every parent to pro- 
vide for his children religious or 
moral education of the kind he 
prefers.” 


Federal Aid Again 


HERE is _ considerable dis- 

agreement on the subject of 
Federal Aid to Education. It is 
presently opposed The New Age 
which, for years, advocated it, and 
urged the establishment of a De- 
partment of Education,/whose head 
would be a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet. It had backed the 
Smith Bill, the Smith-Towner 
Bill, and bills sponsored by other 
members of Congress, such as 
Sterling, ete. An organization 
which calls itself “Friends of the 
Public Schools” is also opposed to 
Federal Aid to Education. 
Recently the President of Bay- 
University, speaking at El 
Paso, urged Baptists to keep their 
hands clean from accepting Fed- 
eral Aid funds. 
But on the same occasion, Dr. 
W. R. White, of Waco, Texas, ob- 
gerved: “Those who believe a cer- 
tain Hierarchy is a bulwark 
against Communism are mistaken, 
because the ecclesiastical oup 
bas always been lined up with the 
State and has accepted and sought 
State funds.” 

By the “certain Hierarchy” Dr. 
White evidently meant the Catho- 
ie Hierarchy of the United States.

May God continue to bless and guide your good cause, 
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If he did, his contention is utterly 
untrue. Ask any gressman or 
any Senator or any candidate for 
Governor, or for the Presidency 
of the United States, whether he 
has ever seen the Catholic Hier- 
archy at work to influence the 
State in any way, and whether 
the Catholic Hierarchy has ever 
“sought State funds.” 


There is no such thing as the 
Catholic Hierarchy in the United 
States im the sense that all its 
members follow a common policy 
in relation to temporal matters. 
Individual members have pointed 
out that any kind of a Federal Aid 
Bill which would discriminate be- 
tween public and private schools 
serving the State an’ identical 
way would be wrong. That is a 
defense of a theory and of a prin- 
ciple. But there has never been a 
joint appeal by Catholic Bishops 
for the same kind of support to 
the ati hoor schools that is granted 
to the public schools. 


It must be remembered that the 
Federal government has hitherto 
mever directly aided education 
which has always been regarded 
as a function of the several 
states. But now that a bill is 
being considered to aid schools in 
the amount of $300,000,000 a year 
from taxes contributed by all the

the Missouri Synod said in New 
York and later on in Minnesota 
that the principles of “separation 
of Church and State” would be 
sustained rather than violated if 
such auxiliary services were 
granted to all children.

Last week, then, we saw that the 
basic, really the- fundamental fact 
of Christianity is the truth that 
Jesus Christ is both God and man. 
We must stress that fact again and 
again. Jesus Christ 1s God—the 
same One who created heaven and 
earth and all things, all wise, al- 
mighty, all just—deserving not 
merely our respect and reverence 
but commanding the complete serv- | 
iee of mind and will in adoration. 
Confronting Jesus Christ, in other 
words, we bend the knee before our 
God. 


Today's Question 


Today’s question is this: Now 
that we know God came to earth 
in the Person of Jesus Christ, can 
we be sure that He founded a 
teaching Church? Q 

Well—we know that He must 
have given out certain new truths 
and commandments that hadn’t 
been a part of the old Jewish law, 
because His followers didn’t remain 
Jews—in the religious sense, at 
least. And the followers of Christ 
were very early set apart. They 
were given a distinct name, Chris- 
tians, and they were persecuted by 
the Jews. So Jesus must have set 
up a new creed in one way or an- 
other. 


On one point we can be positive: 
Jesus did not teach that He doesn’t 
care what a man believes or how 
he acts. And yet we find so many 
people in our day solidly convinced 
that all God expects of them is to 
act according to their own “lights.” 
But that’s only a half-truth, you 
see. Of course God expects us to do 
good and avoid evil as we see it, 
but He also expects us to get busy 
and learn what He came to teach 
mankind. Otherwise He would 
never have bothered coming to 
earth. However, we know that He 
did make a new revelation in the 
Person of Jesus Christ, for His 
followers quit following the Jewish 
way and became Christians. 


More than that, He sent His fol- 
Owers out to convert the rest of 


| the world to this new form of reli- 


gion: “Go, therefore,” He told His 
eleven faithful followers just be- 
ore He returned to His Father, 
” therefore, and make disciples 
of all nations, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Spirit, teach- 
ing them to observe all that I have 
commanded you; and behold, I am 
with you all days, even unto the

Hierarchy Set Up 


Let's take a close 
r look at these 
men, We call them “Apostles,” 
those who were sent ou” eee 
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ever ee of heaven; and what-|

they i" heaven, 
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brethren” (Luke 22:23). In other 
words, the rest of the Apostles are 
to depend on Peter for the 
strengthening of their own faith. 


Then again, after the Resurrec- 
tion, in a curious sort of dialogue 
with St. Peter, Jesus tells him 
twice to feed the lambs of His 
flock, and finally to feed the sheep 
as well. Peter is to shepherd not 
only the Christian people but their 
leaders also. 


And right there we have organ- 
ization: First, the people who be- 
lieve in Christ and accept Him as 
their God and Saviour. Then the 
Apostles, with powers that the oth- 
er people don’t have—power to 
officiate at the Last Supper, power 
to forgive sins, and so on. And 
over all we have St. Peter, chief of 
the Apostles and head of the or- 
ganization, carrier of the keys to 
the kingdom of heaven. 


All of which means that the 
Apostles were entrusted with 
Christ’s revelation—with His mes- 
sage, His teaching on how we are 
to save our souls. That’s a very 
important fact. Right away it elim- 
inates the idea that God might 
have given a special revelation or 
message to the individual Chris- 
tian (I know I’ve never received 
any, myself, and there are hun- 
dreds of millions like me). It 
means that God expects those to 
whom He gave His truth to teach 
it to the rest of mankind, and it 
imposes on the rest of mankind the 
obligation of listening and accept- 
ing those truths from the lips of 
the teachers authorized by Christ. 

I’m emphasizing that point not 
because it’s especially hard to see 
but because it’s so very important. 
If Jesus authorized and sent out 
men to teach His doctrines to the 
world, He thereby set up the ma- 
chinery whereby the rest of the 
world — including you and me — 
might come to a knowledge of His 
teachings. That’s to be the ordin- 
ary way of learning what God ex- 
pects of us. We are to sit at the 
feet of the authorized teachers and 
take their word on what Christ 
taught. St. Paul confirms this when 
he says that “Faith cometh by 
hearing”—in other words, our be- 
liefs don’t just spring up in the 
heart or mind by a spiritual process 
of spontaneous combustion, we 
can’t expect a personal inspiration 
from Almighty God. “Faith com- 
eth by hearing,” from the outside, 
that is, by submission to spiritual 
authority—and where that author- 
ity cuts across our own ideas, we 
have no choice other than to give 


unreasonable to contradict the au- 
ee set up by Jesus Christ Him- 
self. 


They Delivered Message 


Now—did the Apostles actually 
deliver Christ’s message? . Isn’t it 
possible that they might have mis- 
understood Him, or forgotten some 
of His teaching? Couldn’t they— 
either consciously or unconsciously 
—have changed that message in the 
course of a life time? 

In answer to that we much recall 
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up Our own opinion, for it would be} 


Lord’s entire mission on earth. 
So—getting back to the original 
question—we can be positive that 
the Apostles were trustworthy mes- 
sengers of Christ. They delivered 
heir message intact, and then seal- 
ed that message with their blood. 
To summarize: We have found 
that Christ organized His follow- 
ers, appointing twelve Apostles to 
preside over them, and then put- 
ting one man—St. Peter—in charge 
of the whole thing. He sent His 
Apostles out with the command to 
teach us His message. And they 


did as they were told. 
Lord Himself, they were the first 
teachers of Christianity. They 
were the ones who carried His 
message to the world. They were 
the ones who made the first con- 
verts to Christianity. They were 
the first teachers of the Church 
that Christ founded, for in teach- 
ing new doctrines, in organizing 
His followers, in naming a presi- 
dent and a board of directors (so 
to speak), and in sending them out 
to teach His doctrine, Christ had 


founded a teaching Church. 


Holy Year Thoughts 


Holy Eucharist Is For 
Spiritually Weak Too 


AFTER the creation of Adam and Eve they were placed in 


the Garden of Paradise. 


Here was the “Tree of Life.” 


Permission to eat of the fruit of the tree was not to be a re- 
ward for holy conduct, but rather to preserve our first par- 
ents in health and vigor and in immortality of body. So, also, 
the Bread of Life, which is the Holy Eucharist, is intended to 


preserve our souls in the state of+ 


grace. 

Our Divine Lord compared the 
Holy Eucharist, which He prom- 
ised to Christians, to the Manna 
given to the Jews in the desert. 
This chosen people of God had 
wandered in the desert for 40 
years. This affliction was sent to 
them as a punishment by God, but 
He provided them with material 
bread from Heaven, day after day, 
except on the Sabbath, to sustain 
them during their long term of 
penance. 

It is true, as the author of the 
Imitation of Christ remarks: “If 
thou hadst the purity of an angel 
and the sanctity of St. John the 
Baptist, thou wouldst not be 
a t receive this Sacrament 
.. + For it is not due to the mer- 
its of man that a man should con- 
secrate and touch the Body of 
Christ and receive as food the 
Bread of Angels.” 

But that does not mean that the 
ones who most need Holy Com- 
munion for spiritual strength 
should not receive it. It is not 
intended as a reward for holiness 
acquired, but as a mean: of ob- 
taining holiness. Therefore the 
most spiritually weak people 
should receive it most often, pro- 
vided they have the right inten- 
tion, and are determined, with its 
assistance, to conquer their 
faults. 

The primary object of the Euch- 
arist is to nourish divine love in 
our souls by drawing them closer 
to Christ. The Council of Trent, 
more than 400 years ago, de- 
scribed the intended effects of 


Holy Communion. It was to unite 
the soul personally and intimate- 
ly with Christ; to increase sanc- 
tifyine grace in the soul; to remit 
venial sins, and to prevent one’s 
falling into serious sins. It is a 
pledge of our future resurrection 
and everlasting happiness. 


We Share Christ 


Just as a piece of. iron, thrown 
into the fire, partakes of the na- 
ture £ fire, becomes red and hot 
like fire, burns like fire, so do we 
become “partakers of the divine 
nature” when we rece.ve the Son 
of God in the Holy Eucharist. 

The little faults*committed to- 
day, if we be sorry for them, are 
taken away by tomorrow’s Com- 
munion. omorrow’s Communion 
makes us better disposed for thé 
Communion of the next day if we

St. Thomas wrote: “This Sac- 
rament is given us under the form 
of food and drink and, therefore, 
it produces in the soul all the ef- 
fects which material food and 
drink produce in the life of the 
body. It sustains, augments, re- 
pairs and delights the soul.” 

St. Ignatius, the mcrtyr, called 
thi. Sacrament, “the herb of im- 
mortality, and an antidote against 
death.” He referred to a “glor- 
ious” immortality, and to a “spir- 
itual” death. 

Think of Christ’s promise: “He 
that eateth My flesh shall have 
everlasting life and I shall raise 
him up on the last day” (John 
VI, 55). 

Theologians often call the re- 
ception of Holy Eucharist the 
“seed of immortality planted with- 
in our bodies, which will transform 
them from corruptible to an in- 
corruptible substance.” .

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500,000 Students To Enlist In 


Drive Against Indecent Literature 


HE National Newman Club Fed- 

eration. has opened a nation- 
wide campaign-—to eliminate “in- 
decent literature” from the mails 
and newsstands’ by sending tele- 
grams to two of President Tru- 
nmran’s: cabinet officers. 


Addressed to Jesse M. Donaldson, 
postmaster general, and J. Howard 
McGrath, attorney general, the tel-~ 
egrams demanded that each “take 
immediate steps to end this flag- 
rant violation of common decency 
having the apparent approval of 
the federal government.” 


_The telegrams were sent by Den- 
nis Duffy, federation president, who 
is a student at the University of 
Minnesota, on behalf of 100,000 
Catholic students attending secular 
universities who are Newman club 
members. , 


The telegram to Donaldson de- 
manded “the immediate suspension 
of the second-class mailing permits 
of the publishers of lewd and in- 
decent magazines and periodicals 
now flooding the newsstands of the

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sisted on “the immediate prosecu- 
tion of the publishers of lewd and 
indecent literature who distribute 
their printed filth to the newsstands 
of the nation by common carrier in 
clear violation of federal statutes.” 

Both telegrams said that “fifteen 
million questionable periodicals 
reach the American public every 
month to poison the minds of our 
youth and to contribute to the tre- 
mendous postwar growth of juve- 
nile crime.” 

Duffy said his organization will 
carry its fight against indecent lit- 
erature from 400 campuses to 200.- 
000 magazine racks located in rail- 
road and subway stations, drug, 
cigar and department stores and 
newsstands throughout the country. 

Periodicals on the disapproved 
list, he explained, are those which 
offend against one or more stipula- 


tions of the five-point code adopted 
by the National Organization for 
Decent Literature. 


The code provides that: 


Periodicals are disapproved 
which 

(1) glorify or condone repre- 
hensible characters or reprehen- 
sible acts; 

(2) contain material offensively 
“sexy”: 

(3) feature illicit love; 

(4) carry illustrations indecent 
or suggestive, or’ é 

(5) advertise wares for the pru- 
rient-minded. 

Duffy said that 400,000 students 
at Catholic colleges in the country 
already enrolled in the drive for 
decency in print would be assisted 
by the 100,000 Newman club mem- 


bers.

Curley wrote me on and off dur- 
ing the days of her novitiate and 
training. .She wrote me a rather 
joyous letter when she was as- 
signed to her first teaching job— 
fifth grade in a small midwestern 
town.

She Didn’t Belong 


‘But it wasn’t that kind of si- 
lence. 

Five years from the time I first 
met her, I got a tearful letter from 
her: She didn’t belong. She never 
should have been a nun. She had 
tried, tried terribly hard for she 
wanted to give herself completely 
to God. But it wag all wrong. She 
envied the nuns around her and 
tried to be as they were; but her 
heart ached, and her mind was con- 
fused and troubled, anf she had 
the constant feeling of frustration 
and bewilderment, and the years 
ahead were too much to face.

‘Twice A Heroine’ 


Still later I met the superior of 
the order to which she had be- 
longed for those few years.

They Show No Sense Of 
Proportion Or Honesty

ATHOLICS, who do not read 

Catholic publications are easily 
deceived by half-truths, distor- 
tions, and misrepresentations, The 
recent exposure and condemnation 
of Communist activities, has been 
an encouraging sign. For years, 
secular newsmen, columnists, and 
editors have camouflaged, minim- 
ized, and condoned Red atrocities. 
This change of newspaper policy 
is, I hope, a resurgence of Ameri- 
can patriotism. 


There is, however, one spot 
where Communist propaganda 
flourishes without opposition. The 
Christian Century, allegedly a re- 
ligious periodical, carried in No- 
vember, 1949, a shameful party- 
line diatribe against Catholic 
Spain. Homer Bigart has _ been 
writing a syndicated column, in 
which he compares and equates a 
few restrictions on Protestants in 
Spain with the horrors perpetrated 
in the satellite Soviet States. He 
shows no sense of proportion or 
honesty. 


Ernest Hauser, editor of the 
Saturday Evening Post, some 
months ago, published a still more 
pernicious treatise of lying in- 
nuendo, The articl® was running 
over with half-truths, distortions 
and malicious insinuations, Mr, 
Hauser had returned from an ex- 
tensive visit to Spain. He calls it 
a ‘Fascist country. The people have 
accepted Franco. He does not limit 
the smear of Fascism to the 
regime, which would be less ob- 
viously lying propaganda. The so- 
called government in exile, which 
led in the priest-killing and church- 
burning, Hauser dignifies with the 
title “The Loyalist Government.” 


Mr. Hauser insidiously confuses 
truth with falsehood, For example, 
“Fascism and Communism invaded 
Spain in 1936.” Communism did 
invade Spain. Fascism did not. The 
Nationalists fought a war of self- 
defense. The Spanish Reds, actual- 
ly shouting “Down with Spain” and 
“Long Live Russia,” massacred 
1,500,000 non-combatants, Calling 
these Spanish Patriots Fascists is 
nothing less than Soviet superhyp- 
ocrisy. The auxiliaries from Hitler 
and Mussolini, by no means as 
numerous as the Communist regi- 
ments from Russia, France and 
Italy, were not invaders. 

Here is the most vicious, out- 
rageous partyline declaration in 
the Post document; 

“Two groups of Anarchists have 
united with the Communists in 
Spain to form the National Alli- 
ance of Democratic Forces.” 

Surely an American who makes 
such a statement has no sense of 
veracity or human decency. 

Some of his false declarations, 
he refutes himself, “Little informa- 
tion has trickled out of Spain.” 
This statement is utterly untruth- 
ful. A whole flood of information, 
true and false, has poured out of 
Spain.. Hauser is trying to leave 
the impression that Spain is behind 
some kind of an Iron Curtain. His 
own visit and article emphasize 
the falsehood of his*statement, 


The Spanish Church 


- “The Spanish Church, remember- 
ing that Franco rescued it from 
the wrath of the Leftist regime 
and .restored Catholicism as _ the 
state religion, has thrown its 
weight into the scales of the exist- 
ing order.” 

Tmplicitly he is blaming the 
Church for denouncing and oppos- 
ing the murders of her priests and 
the wreckers of her religious and 
charitable institutions. Hauser im- 
plies that the Church is sanction- 
ing a Fascist despotism. He knows 
full well that the Church is violent- 
ly opposed to Fascism; neverthe- 
less, his venom implies that the 
Spanish Catholics have accepted 
Fascism and made the _ whole 
country Totalitarian. Cardinal In- 
nitzer made the mistake of wel- 
coming Hitler into Austria. The 

him to Rome. The 
Cardinal returned to Austria and 


the world rejected and condemned 
Fascism. 

If Catholic Spaniards had not 
expelled the Communists and re- 
stored religion into their country 
they would be like the American 
Quislings, traitors and saboteurs 
in our Own country who gave the 
atom bomb to Russia, who now 
protect and harbor the Communists 
who have sworn to overthrow The 
American Democracy. 


According to the untruthfulness 
of Hauser, “Franco adeptly copied 
the design conceived in Fascist 
Rome and Nazi Berlin.” His own 
statement gives the lie to this 
shameful calumny. He concedes 
that Franco is retiring, lives quiet- 
ly, does not make sensational pub- 
lic appearances and allows a mil- 
lion Spaniards who fought for the 
Soviet against their own country 
to go free as parolees. There is 
free speech. There are no political 
prisoners. Aggression and expan- 
sion on the part of Spain are 
unthinkable. His own admissions 
contradict a number of his men- 
dacious assertions. 

Mr. Hauser is puzzled by the 
evidence of free speech. A Mad- 
rid lawyer explained the rules of 
the game. You are allowed to speak 
in general terms against the gov- 
ernment. You are not allowed to 
defame the character of an in- 
dividual. Hauser does not under- 
stand laws against libel and slan- 
der. He is an American. He con- 
siders lying propaganda like his 
article, as licit and lawful news 
release. Calumniators are compar- 
atively safe in the United States. 
Law suits against slander and vill- 
fication are costly, ineffective, end- 
less litigation. The courts rather 
condone, excuse and defend, in the 
name of freedom of speech, calum- 
ny and other forms of lying propa- 
ganda. 


The Enemies Of Franco 


“Most of the known enemies of 
the regime, strangely enough, are 
at large today. Political execu- 
tions are few. Spain’s jail popula- 
tion is not excessively high, some- 
where around forty thousand.” 
Political executions are non-exist- 
ent. Last year, eight or ten bank 
robber murderers were executed in 
Spain. Our daily press falsely de- 
clared them political executions. 
When al] the facts were investi- 
gated and published the newspaper 
calumniators made no apology. 
They were exercising freedom of 
speech, which included the right to 
defame and vilify Catholicism. 

No wonder Mr. Hauser is sur- 
prised that enemies of the regime 
are allowed their freedom. The 
fact manifests the peace and order, 
the law and security, in a country 
which suffered from the most 
devastating lawlessness, blood 
drenched anarchy imaginable only 
a decade ago. If the one million 
people who must report to the po- 
lice twice a week had been in Rus- 
sia, they would have been liquidat- 
ed without trial. Against the con- 
tinuous horrible Soviet atrocities, 
so-called American Liberals make 
little if any protest. 


Unique Corruption 


“The Caudiilo has to hand out 
personal favors. to so many groups 
and individuals that it has led to a 
degree of corruption unique in Eu- 
rope today.” Imagine a sane man 
comparing that kind of favoritism 
to the atrocities behind the Iron 
Curtain, the armies of occupation, 
the outrageous persecution of reli- 
gion and liquidation of the rights 
of man. Hauser said nothing about 
the fact that Franco’s favors are 
tid bits in ¢omparison to the mil- 
lions distributed in the United 
States by candidates for the Presi- 
dency with an eye to votes. 

In case of war with Russia, 
Britain and America wil] have the 
direst need of Spanish and Portu- 
guese assistance. The hostility of 
our State Department and the 
press against these nations while 
we sympathize and cooperate with 
the Soviet.enslavement and liquida- 
tion of Finland and Poland, Hyn- 
gary and Austria, Romania and 
Bulgaria are acts of hostility 
against our own country. 


Our soldiers, long after the war 


~ over, had to help drive thou- 
sands of displaced Russians at the 


point of the bayonet back to their 
own country to be enslaved or liqui- 
dated. We ordered the Finnish 
Ambassador to leave our shores as 
an enemy agent. We demanded 
that Finland allow the Soviet colos- 
sus to trample roughshod over the 
rights, freedom and lives of the 
Finns. Our hypocritical attitude 
can be equated to the Soviet, which 
at present slanders America, shoots 
down our airmen, imprisons ‘and 
tortures government representa- 
tives, insults and stultifies our 
Army and our officers. Neverthe- 
less, the press and the government 
still.extend sympathy to Commun- 
ists and traitors at home and 
abroad. They are Loyalists, Liber- 
als, Democrats, friends of the 
Kremlin. Catholics are black-mar- 
keteers, reactionaries, exchangers 
of foreign money; Spaniards are 
Fascists, enemies of democracy, 
phalangists, deviationists from 
Stalinism. 


Moral Convictions 


The Archbishop Primate of 
Spain, August 1945, praised the 
Nationalist government for the 
defense of justice and education, 
religion and human welfare. Franco 
proclaimed his convictions in_ the 
authority of God and the obliga- 
tion of rulers to respect the rights 
of man and to promote the welfare 
of the people. American newsmen 
pretended to see no difference in 
the dictatorship of Christian rulers 
and the dictatorship of Stalin. They 
sneered at Franco and Salazar; 
they honor Stalin and the Soviet 
for their blunt hatred and contempt 
for everything American. 

During the war, Franco rebuffed 
Hitler, favored the British and 
Americans, aided the North African 
invasions, prevented Hitler from 
capturing Gibraltar and closing the 
Mediterranean. Stalin, Pravda and 
the Daily Worker have heaped in- 
sults, abuse and venom upon the 
American forces in Germany, upon 
the President and Congress in par- 
ticular and all America in general. 

We Americans despise our 
friends and benefactors, the Span- 
ish and the Portuguese; while we 
shower our contemptuous enemies 
with gifts and loans, arms and am- 
munition, food supplies and farm 
equipment. 


The Religious Orders 


Franco restored church proper- 
ties to the hospitals and orphan- 
ages, the Little Sisters of the Poor, 
the Good Shepherd Nuns, the Fran- 
ciscans and the Jesuits, the Poor 
Clairs and the Cistercians. Amer- 
ican newsmen pretended to believe 
the Liberals and the Communists 
were using the wealth of the dyna- 
mited churches for the proletar- 
late, the sick and the destitute. 

Franco executed cold-blooded 
murderers. Our commentators were 
shocked and disedified at the death 
penalty, They made no protest 
|against the mass-murder of twenty 
‘million Russian citizens. Stalin 
had the courage, the Liberals in 
England and America explained, to 
liquidate property-owners to pro- 
mote Communism and the success 
of the Soviet regime. 

Franco prophesied the post-war 
weakness of .England and the 
spread of Red Fascism over Eu- 
rope. British and American news- 
men and state officials, under the 
leadership of Ambassador Samuel 
Hoare, ridiculed Franco and scoffed 
jat his predictions. The fulfillment 
of his prophecies .has rendered 
American political forecasters par- 
ticularly bitter, resentful and vin- 
dictive. Nationalist Spain has no 
sympathy for Communism, Russian, 
American or Spanish. The British 
fought a dreadful war to crush So- 
clalism, but now embrace the same 
world-destroying Socialism, Amer- 
ican newsmen and officials of gov- 
ernment still have strong sympa- 
thies for Communists and traitors 
at home and abroad. After one 
heroic judge has condemned a dozen 
professed enemies of democracy 
and America, some contemptible 
American Quizlings have liberated 
these same brazen criminals on bail 
to allow their continued activities 
of subversion and sabotage. Eng- 
land certainly appears to be com- 
mitting national suicide; many 
Americans apparently are imitat- 
ing the English in their wreckage 
and demolition of Christian civili- 
zalion.—C,*L. W.

stand upon God’s altar. These are candles recently blessed 
with prayer, incense and holy water, eager to perform their 
silent service to God on.Candlemas Day. Chaste and spot- 
less tapers of wax, like virgin offerings, they are fragrantly 
consumed by the tiny flame that sheds such a mello 


light 


rifice, an utter wasting away of 
self; yet in their silence, they elo-. 
quently testify that God,-great and 
wonderful, is being honored and 
reverenced in this place. | 

The bright glow of the dancing 
flame, at the mercy of every gust 
of wind that blows through” the 
long nave, will soon consume the 
fragile body of wax, to. make these 
complete burnt offerings to God. 
There is a beauty in the slender- 
ness and chaste severity of the tall 
candles, as they gleam against 
their marble background: But even 
more beautiful are they when théir 
flame is gutted and their life is 
over, for they have = faithfully 
served at the throne of God. 

These spotless candles are sym- 
bolic of a Chaste One who is 
honored by the Church on the feast 
of the Purification. Yet the sym- 
bolism is almost futile, for Mary 
is purer and whiter of soul than 
morning milk, or new snow; more 
fragile than delicate alabaster; and 
much more intensely than the 
slender candle does she burn out 
her life fipon the altar of desire. 
Through her whole lifetime she 
silently served Her God, Tipped 
with the bright flame of God’s love, 
she consumed her life in His ser- 
vice. 

When we see the candles lit 
updén the altar, we bow our heads 
in reverence, and say, “God is 
being honored here.” And when we 
think of-Mary’s life, so fragile, so 
beautiful, being consumed by her

our hearts bow low in reverence. 
Surely God was adored and honor- 
ed there, within her heart.

The dancing flame of the newly- 
lit candle is a cheerful thing. 
Mary’s love of God and her ser- 
vic¢ was like that, a joyful life. 
She was the little serving girl, 
intensely eager and happy and 
enthusiastic to serve her Master, 
perfectly content that her own 
delicate body should waste away 
in His service. 

As we kneel at Mass on the feast 
of the Purification, we can let our 
gaze rest on those slender candles, 
burning for God, so symbolic of 
chaste Mary’s service of her Lord. 
And with the flame, our hearts 
shall go upward, Heavenward, to 
Mary who loves us, begging her 
to make us chaste and unselfish. 
She will help us remove the blem- 
ishes from our lives and then in- 
flame us with the fire of His love 
so that we too may fittingly serve 
and adore Him.

N a recent-visit to Holy Rosary 

as 8 located at Pine Ridge, 
South akota, the Reverend 
Mother Ignace, General of the 
Franciscan Sisters of Penance and 
Christian Charity, gave us an in- 
spiring ‘talk on Religious vocation. 


Mother Ignace, who makes: her 
headquarters at Heutuizan, Hol- 
land, was completing a world tour 
of inspection and pointed out the 
fact that great numbers of natives 
in Indonesia and Java were enter- 
ing religious life. 


Realizing the value of Native re- 
ligious, Mother felt that it would 
be a great blessing ‘on our people 
if we too would think’ seriousWy of 
the religious life, and perhaps some 
of us embrace the life of a Sister. 
She pointed out the fact that dur- 
ing the sixty years the Sisters have ' 


been at Rosary, only three Holy | On Worl d : 


Rosary Mission students have en- 
tered the Sisterhood. 


It seems that for many years the 
girls have been under an impres- 
sion that they could not enter this 
Order. Mother Ignace dispelled this 
thought with the statement that 
any girl who has the proper dispo- 
sition, fair health, and above all a 
willingness to help others, would be 
warmly welcomed in the Order. 


Mother Ignace believes’ that 
there surely must be some students 
who should feel drawn to follow 
Christ’s calling, leave father, moth- 
er and home to “follow Him.” In 
all of their far-flung Franciscan 
Missions, Sioux Indians were the 
enly group that did not have na- 
tive Sisters in the Community. 


Through twenty five stations 
covered by the Jesuit Missionaries, 
Holy Rosary is the spiritual and 
eften the material guide to nearly 
10,000 Sioux Catholics. The chil- 
dren at the school come from all 
parts of the Reservation, which is 
nearly as large as the state of 
Connecticut, There is’ no doubt 
about the need for native religious. 


We know that it takes a good 
deal of cqurage and ability, but 
we also want to do our part in 
helping our people. Surely it would 
be a wonderful thing if, each year, 
some students turned from the 
bright prospects of other profes- 
sions and gave themselves to this 
wonderful, worth-while work, 


When Sister Lucy, a-former Holy 
Rosary Mission student, visited 
here last Spring we -were very 
proud of her. This year marks her 
twenty-fifth year in the Franciscan 
Order. We-not only hope that she 
will be here with us to celebrate 
the Silver Anniversary but that 
some of the students will make her 
extremely» happy by signifying 
their wishes for a religious life.

that year Red Cloud, chief of 
the Oglala Sioux, brought the 
Catholic religion to his people. In 
the year 1885 Father Jutz, S.J., 
came to the Paradise of the Res- 
ervation, now Holy Rosary Miss- 
ion. The autumn of 1888 saw the 
opening of Rosary Mission school 
by the Sisters of Saint Francis. 
Though about one hundred chilren 
came, they were mostly “mixed- 
blood” Indians, as the full-blooded 
Sioux, knowing practically nothing 
about the white-man’s ways, were 
slow to send their children.

Reverend Mother Ignace and 
Mother -Clarissa left Amsterdam, 
Holland, for the lovely Isle, Java, 
“the pearl of the East,” .in Febru- 
ary, 1948. The trip by plane re- 
quires five days, 


In Java Mother Ignace was 
much impressed by the Natives 
and their ideas: of government 
planning and education. She told 
us of the little Japanese Sisters 
and their sweet, winning manners. 
Mother was delighted to find so 
many Religious vocations among 


much disappointed to find so few 
Religious among the Sioux. The en- 
tire garb of the Sisters in Java is 
white. 


Mother found the students very 
good, but. net as far advanced as 
the Sioux in some-.ways. The 
“Gamelan,” Javanese orchestra, 
and the native dance in costume 
sbephage by the girls fascinated 

other immensely, as also their 
exquisite ‘art and intricate em- 
broidery .work. 


In December, 1948, Mother Ig- 
nace made a hurried tour of her 
convents in Germany, but was not 
permitted to go to Berlin and its 
environments, and the short journ- 
ey in Poland was disheartening. 
Mother said the ravages and miser- 
ies of war were apparent every- 
where. 

Mother Ignace has been visiting 
in the United States since Febru- 
ary, 1949, and plans to visit the 
convents in South America in 1950.

_ Hence when a person journeys to the Eternal 
City as a pilgrim during a Holy Year, and fulfills 
the prescribed conditions, he gains a plenary in- 
dulgence. Whatever temporal punishment may 
have been due to the sins of which he had al- 
ready repented, is remitted.

__Tf you have read that the indulgence pub- 
lished by Tetzel, which presented the excuse for

Luther’s revolt, was not of this kind, that it was 
something actually sold, you have been deceived:

As the 1947 football season ap- 
proached, the good-looking George 
(he’d probably be a cinch in the 
movies) was faced with a problem. 
Should he return to Notre Dame 
and share the spot or play behind 
the famous Johnny Lujack at 
quarterback . .. or should he ac- 
cept the then relatively lucrative 
contract of the Buffalo Bills in the 
All America Conference? He de- 
cided in favor of the latter largely 
because he had the matter of mat- 
rimony on his mind. 


Ratterman-Lujack 
Before continuing the Ratter- 


man saga, I'd like to talk in “what 


might have been” terms. The 1947 
Notre Dame football squad was 
one of the finest (I personally think 
as a collegiate squad operating un- 
der the tutelage of Frank Leahy 
the best) squads of all time. But 
here is what might have happened. 
Coach Leahy was toying with the 
idea of Ratterman and Lujack in 
the same backfield. Lujack would 
have opened at quarterback . .

In the Basque village of Lour- 
des, we joined pilgrims from all 
over the world. ho » many 
languages participa in Gregor- 
ian chant in the beautiful Basil- 
ica and were in the unforgettable 
candle-light procession- but their 
song was all the same, “Ave, ave, 
Maria.” 

The Italian train that came into 
France for us must have been the 
first since before the war, judg- 
ing from the rousing reception we 
received at the border town of 
Ventimiglia, less than an hour’s 
Here, smiling 
customs men put us through pass- 
port formalities. 

A surprise, however, were the 
gaily-costumed girls and Boy 
Scouts who boarded our train to 
sing for us the romantic tunes of 
sunny Italy. They showered us 
with bouquets of carnations and 
wicker baskets of choice fruit; 
stamped postal cards and picture 
books inscribed, “To the American 
Pilgrims—Welcome in Italy.” 

Every stop was like that the 
entire day-and-a-half we contin- 
ued to Rome, for we had come 
from America to see [] Papa!

Local 
Officials and clergy were always 
on hand to bid us welcome.

Genoa, now a bustling city, and 
the Leaning Tower of Pisa (the 
Cathedral Belfry) we pagsed by 
noon. Just at sunset, we crossed 
the Tiber and entered the Eternal 
City, the ancient Roman ruins 
living up to the name. Viewing its 
Seven Hills is like stepping 
through the pages of a Latin book. 

Rome is truly a “City of 
Churches”; first, St. Peter’s with 
encircling colonnades and five- 
acre interior; St. John in Lateran, 
the Cathedral of Rome, with the 
Scala Sancta (Holy Stairs) near- 
by; St. Mary Major, ornamented 
with gold which Columbus brought 
from the New World; and St.

Washington —(NC)— President 
Truman on January 18 accepted 
“most reluctantly” the resignation 
of Myron C. Taylor as his personal 
representative to His oliness 
Pope Pius XII. 


Mr. Taylot had told the Presi- 
dent that “personal considerations 
of a compelling nature make it 
necessary for me now to ask to be 
released from this service.” 


The announcement was made by 
the felease of the text of letters 
exchanged by President Truman 
and Mr. Taylor, and the White 
House said at the time there was 
no other comment whatever to be 
made. 


President Truman told one of his 
reguiar weekly press conferences 
that the questions of continuing 
representation at the Vatican and 
of appointing a successor to Mr. 
Taylor are both under study at the 
State Department. 


“Your mission for President 
Roosevelt and for me has been con- 
ducted entirely in years of crisis, 
in which the most fundamental as- 
pects of civilization have been un- 
der challenge,” President Truman 
said to Mr. Taylor in accepting his 
resignation. The President noted 
that he wrote to Mr. Taylor on the 
latter’s 76th birthday. 


President Truman told Mr. Tay- 
lor that “the benefits of your work 
far exceeds the bounds of ordi- 
nary efforts;” that “during the 
dark days of the war your mission 
was a source of fruitful contribu- 
tion to the unity of effort necessary 
to attain victory,” and _ that 
“throughout the period of that 
tragic struggle and the difficult 
years that have followed, the in- 


Taylor informed the Holy Father | 


Taylor said his mission “arose be- 
cause of the war and of the vital 
interests of the United States in 
the reestablishment, when hostili- 
ties ended, of world peace on a 
surer foundation.” He declared 
that in 1939, President Roosevelt 
wrote “largely identical letters” to 
Protestant, Jewish and Catholic 
leaders urging that all churches 
‘throw the great weight of their in- 
fluence into this great cause,’ and 
that when Pope Pius XII accepted 
the suggestion that a personal rep- 
resentative be sent to Rome for 
discussions, “my mission com- 
menced.” 


Mr. Taylor said he visited Rome 
for President Roosevelt six times 
in the years 1940-1945, and that 
he made six visits between 1946 
and the end of 1949. 


“It is a matter of particular re- 
gret to me,” Mr. Taylor told Presi- 
dent Truman, “that I find it neces- 
sary to withdraw from official ser- 
vice in this field at a time when 
the great objectives sought by you 
and your predecessor are as yet 
not fully attained. Achievement of 
peace and security with freedom 
and justice among nations funda- 
mentally remains incomplete. By 
the choice not of the many, but of 
a few nations, progress has been 
painfully slowed. The hope and. ex- 
pectation even of a formal peace 
have not been fulfilled. The free 
nations are actively working for 
such a peaceful world order; it is 
a time for sustained and even 
greater effort to the end that the 
moral forces, of mankind may 
speak with a united voice in sup- 


ger said the messages of the Pope 
and President on that occasion 
were “inspiring evidences of the 
cooperative spirit in the search for 
peace that cannot but hearten war- 
weary mortals everywhere.” 


President Truman’s assignment 
of Mr. Taylor as his personal rep- 
resentative to Pope Pius XIl re- 
newed the war-time appointment 
by President Roosevelt. In Decem- 
ber, 1948, President Truman con- 
ferred the Medal for Merit upon 
Mr. Taylor at a White House cere- 
mony. 


Protestant organizations in the 
United States have from time to 
time adopted: resolutions calling 
upon President Truman to with- 
draw his appointment of Mr. Tay- 
lor as his personal representative 
to the Pope, and delegations of 
Protestant leaders have called at 
the White House to demand it. 


Catholic Cabinet Member

Trivandrum, India—(NC)—Miss 
Annie Mascarene, only Catholic 
woman in the cabinet of the United 
States of Travancore and Cochin, 
has resigned her post in connection 
with reduction of the number of 
cabinet members.

The 
five-man cabinet still has one 
Catholic member, A. J. John, Min- 
ister of Finance and Public De- 
velopment.
